Negroes in the Affair. 


Washington, Feb. 
26.— President 
Roosevelt's action in 
dismissing 
a 
battalion of negro soldiers 
of 
the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry because of the 
Brownsville, Texas, raid, was 
in­ 
dorsed by the Senate committee on 
military affairs yesterday by a vote 
of 8 to 5. 
Five of the eight Republican mem­ 
bers of the senate* committee on m il­ 
itary affairs voted for Senator For- 
aker’s resolution declaring that the 
soldicrse discharged by the President 
were not guilty of 
having 
shot-up 
Brownsville. 
That the President es­ 
caped the implied censure of this res­ 
olution was due to the fact that the 
five Democratic members of the com­ 
mittee joined Senators Warren, War­ 
ner and Lodge in opposition. 
The Republican senators who de­ 
clared for the innocence of the ne­ 
groes were Foraker, Scott, Buckley, 
Hemenway and Dupont. 
Senator 
Foraker offered 
a 
se­ 
quence of resolutions, each one less 
positive than its predecessor, hut in 
every instance the eight held togeth­ 
er and finally by the same vote of 
eight to five, the guilt was fastened 
upon the negroes by the adoption of 
Senator Lodge's resolution. 
This report establishes the verdict 
of the committee, 'flic reports to the 
senate are yet to he made, and it may 
be ten days or two weeks before these 
are ffled. 
It is thought there will Ik? 
at least four of these, as some of the 
senators desire to soften as much as 
they may their action of yesterday. 
Senator Scott, for example, wants 
to mollify the White House, which 
he fears may add him to the list of 
undesirable citizens if his vote of 
yesterday is left to 
stand 
as 
the 
naked criterion. 
Senator Foraker is to speak on the 
subject and his speech is to extend 
through three days. This will ho the 
longest speech in several years, which 
is a circumstance indicative of the 
feeling that agitates Senator 
For­ 
aker.

Love, Commissioner of Insurance 
and Banking, signed by the firm of 
Locke & Locke, of which, as I am 
informed, you are the sole members, 
as counsel for the plaintiejs, there is 
contained the following statement : 
“By creating a vacuum to be 
filled, 
it (the Robertson act) has 
brought into Texas a horde of irre­ 
sponsible companies such as it never 
knew before, save only the time, a 
few years ngd, when a Legislature 
of good intentions by deficient infor­ 
mation put at every road crossing 
a fire insurance company without as­ 
sets other than its gaudy stationery. 
The evil these concerns have done 
will live after them.” 
After mature deliberation, I am 
convinced that these assertions thus 
publicly made constitute charges of 
grave violations of the insurance 
laws of this State, which it is my 
duty as Commissioner of Insurance 
and Banking to enforce.

Washington, Feb. 26.-—President 
Roosevelt’s action in 
dismissing a 
battalion of negro soldiers 
of 
the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry because of the 
Brownsville, Texas, raid, was 
in­ 
dorsed by the Senate committee on 
military affairs yesterday by a vote 
of 8 to 5. 
Five of the eight Republican mem­ 
bers of the senate committee on mil­ 
itary affairs voted for Renator For- 
aker’s resolution declaring that the 
soldiers© discharged by the President 
were not guilty of having shot-up 
Brownsville. That the President es­ 
caped the implied censure of this res­ 
olution was due to the fact that the 
five Democratic members of the com­ 
mittee joined Senators Warren, War­ 
ner and Lodge in opposition. 
The Republican senators who de­ 
clared for the innocence of the ne­ 
groes were Foraker, Scott, Buckley, 
Hemenway and Dupont. 
Senator Foraker offered a se­ 
quence of resolutions, each one less 
positive than its predecessor, but in 
every instance the eight held togeth­ 
er and finally by the same vote of 
eight to five, the guilt was fastened 
upon the negroes by the adoption of 
Senator Lodge's resolution. 
This report establishes the verdict 
of the committee. The reports to the 
senate are yet to be made, and it may 
be ten days or two weeks before these 
are filed. It is thought there will be 
at least four of these, as some of the 
senators desire to soften as much as 
they may their action of yesterday. 
Senator Scott, for example, wants 
to mollify the White House, which 
lie fears may add him to the list of 
undesirable citizens if his vote of 
yesterday is left to 
stand 
as 
the 
naked criterion. 
Senator Foraker is to speak on the 
subject and his speech is to extend 
through three days. This will he the 
longest speech in several years, which 
is a circumstance indicative of the 
feeling that agitates Senator 
For­ 
aker.

For the amount of $365 a promisory 
note for a term of sixty days was exe­ 
cuted thru the City National Bank, 
the members of the committee and 
about twelve other citizens endorsing 
same as security. The money now 
awaits the printers who have advised 
that the edition of 1000 volumns will 
be shipped via freight from St. Louis 
tomorrow (Saturday) February 26th. 
'J^jie books should reach Decatur with­ 
in the next two "weeks. 
A specimen 
unbound copy of the history was re­ 
ceived in Decatur this week and from 
it the following brief resume is de­ 
ducted: There will be 1000 volumns: 
500bound in full cloth: 500 .n paper. 
The total edition will weigh 2200 
pounds; freight charges will be about 
$30.00. 
Each book will weigh over 
two pounds. The paper used is heavy 
opaque material which aids in bring­ 
ing out the illustrations to the clear­ 
ness and perfection of photographs. 
The pages number 471 and the num­ 
ber of pictures and illustrations is 
149, a large per cent of these being 
full page in size. The illustrations 
are comprehensive, leaving no prom­ 
inent or noted charater of the pioneer 
period not represented. 
The committee speaks in high terms 
of the general result and of the per­ 
fection of the mechanical arrange­ 
ment of the handsome volumn, and 
there has developed a desire among 
some members to have their individ­ 
ual books bound in leather.

To The Physicians cf Texas 
February 8, 1908. Th 
t Iiis letter is to call your attention to 
the law enacted by the Twenty-seventh 
Legislature requiring physicians to 
mane reports of alt births and deaths 
of which t, ev are cognizant, to the 
county clerk within thirty days after 
its occurrence under a penalty for 
failure to do so of five dollars for 
sach birth and of not less than live or 
more than fifty dollars tor each death. 
It is not my purpose to antagonize 
the members of the profession, but 
your duty in this matter is very clear 
and if you do not realize it,‘it will be 
necessary for me to place the matter 
in the hands of the county attorney. 
“ A hint to the wise is sufficient.” 
I have had blank certificates of 
births and deaths printed 
at 
the 
State’s expense and they are now in 
the hands of the county clerks, and 
can be obtained by the physicians 
without cost. 
They are there 
for 
your use and there is absolutely no 
excuse for non-compliance with this 
law. 
There has been a steady in­ 
crease in the number of physicians 
that are reporting, but partial reports 
are far from satisfactory, and I in­ 
tend to see that the recalcitrant broth­ 
er is prosecuted for non-compliance 
with the law. 
Trusting that you will realize your 
duty in this matter without the inter­ 
vention of the law, I remain, 
Yours sincerely and fraternally, 
WM.
